Put Patly by The Sun. 

The sale as chronicled in The S 
was ordered by the Southern and the 
situation was expressed very patly as 
follows: 

“The sale was made to Mr. Thorne 
and Mr. Perry by the Richmond ter- 
minal organization committee, which 
has had control of the stock since 1895 
and has always been represented as the 
owner. The stock hac never appeared 
among the assets of the Southern rail- 
way. The reorganization committee 
consists of Adrian H. Joline, George 
Gheridan and Alexander R. Lawton, of 
Savannah. - The stock came into 
hands of the Richmond Terminal 
the early 90s after the Georgia Cen- 
tral Railroad and Banking Company 
Company had been foreclosed. The 
Southern railway took over the Rich- 
mond terminal about 1895, but did not 
assume ownership of the Central of 
Georgia stock. That was left in the 
hands of the Terminal reorganization 
committee with power to vote or sell 
it. There was an understanaing, how- 
ever, that the Southern railway should 
receive the proceeds from the sale. Mr. 
Joline referred to this understanding 
in his announcement yesterday of the

“*The net proceeds,’ said he, ‘are 
to be paid to the Southern Railway 
Company, which, as stated in the tes- 
timony given in !899 by President 
Spencer and now on file at Macon, was 
entitled to the financial benefit of any 
sale of the stock, .hough it did not 
assume to control] the railroac.’ 

“The laws of the state of Georgia, 
it is understood, prevented the own- 
ership by the Southern of a control- 
ling interest in the Central. Neither 
Mr. Joline nor the purchasers would 
say what price was paid for the stock. 
It has not paid any dividends since the 
committee took it.” 

The Herald quotes Mr. Thorne as 
saying that he and Mr. Perry merely 
saw an opportunity to make an ad- 
vantageous investment and that the 
whole story is told in that sentence. 
Mr. Perry and Mr. Thorne are- aiso 
interestea in the Norfolk and South- 
ern. It is stated that there is not in- 
tention to connect this line with the 
Sentral.

Dog Pounces Upon Boy. 

Without warning, the dog pounced upon 
the boy. The little fellow cried out very 
loudly, attracting the attention of the 
driver and some carpenters who were 
working on a house near by, who, real- 
izing the danger of the lad, ran at once 
to his rescue. 

Mr. Floyd had secured a large stick, 
and the carpenters with their hammers 
finally succeeded in driving the dog off 
of the boy, but only after the had se- 
verely bitten on both legs and a large 
piece of flesh had been torn from the 
right side of his body. 

The boy was carried to the office of 
Dr. J. H. Dennard, of East Point, who 
advised that he he brought at once to 
Atlanta where his wounds could _ be 
dressed by a surgeon. The driver of the 
laundry wagon, J. T. Floyd, placed the 
injured lad on the car on which he was 
hurried to Atlanta and taken to the of- 
fice of Dr. Nicholson, 3!9 Prudential 
building, where his wounds were dress- 
ed, and later was carried to his home, 

Did Not Want Dog Killed. 

The dog immediately after was 
driven from the boy, ran into the house 
and it was stated by the officers at 
East Point that Mrs. Clemment refused 
to permit the officers to get hold of the 
animal, so that it could be killed; that 
she closed the doors and barricaded

Without an exception, the candidates 
mentioned in connection with the ap- 
proaching city primary state that they 
are not in favor of any change being 
made in the liquor licenses as at present 


Most of the candidates for aldermen 
and councilmen request that their objec- 


‘tion to a change in the saloon licenses 
be expressed as strongly as possible. 

They all deny that any liquor dealer 
| has approached them in order to get 


them to promise that if elected they 
would vote for a reduction of licenses. 
A. J. Johnson, candidate for council in 
“T am not in favor 
existing ordi- 
liquor traffic. 
believe it is for the best interests of 
the city to let the price of licenses re- 


main as they are.”’ 

Harry L. Silverman, candidate 
council in the second ward, said: 
me down as opposed to any change 
whatever in the existing liquor laws. Il 
wouldn't care if they were even higher 
than they are now. I say, let them 
aione. If a state law was passed to 
wipe liquor out of the state, it would 
suit me. I am for the present licenses 
and for the strictest laws to regulate and 
control the whisky business.” 

Eugene Dodd, for council in the sec- 
ond ward: . “I want the present ordi- 
nances regulating liquor licenses to re- 
main in force an@ will so vote if elected 
to council.’ 

Present Laws Satisfactory. 

J. Sid Holland, candidate for council in 
the third ward: ‘The present whisky 
licenses are perfectly satisfactory, 
I do not favor any change. If. elected, 
I will cast my vote for the licenses to 
remain as they now are.” 

J. C. Harrison, candidate for council 
in the third ward: ‘I am out and out 
in favor of no change in the liquor li- 
censes, and you can put me down as fa- 
voring the existing ordinances.” 

William G. Sands, candidate for coun- 
cil in the fourth ward: “I certainly do 
not think any change in the liquor li- 
censes advisable, and if elected to coun- 
cil to represent my ward, I shall vote 
to let the present law remarn tn force.” 

B. Lee Smith, candidate for council in 
the fourth ward: “The cefty council, 
after a long and thorough investigation 
of the liquor business, decided upon a 
schedule of licenses, and [I think the 
present rates are right. No vote of mine 
will ever make a change.” 

W. T. Winn, who has announced for 
council in the fifth ward, could not be 
seen. 

Frank L. Malone, who desires to rep- 
resent the city in council from the sixth 
ward, said: “Our present liquor licenses 
are right, and if I am elected I shall 
never vote for any change.”

Thomas Wood, a non-unionist, who 
entered the Vindicator mine as a tim- 
berman after the strike began, swore 
that the night before the explosion he 
placed a box containing 25 pounds of 
giant powder at the shaft of the eighth 
He the powder the next 
morning shortly after 10 o'clock and a 
few minutes later Superintendent Mc- 
Cormick and Foreman Beck came _ to

They remained but a short time and 
left to go to fhe sixth level, where they 
were killed. Wood swore that when he 
reached the shaft twenty minutes later 
the powder was gone and it was a rea- 
sonable inference that McCormick and 
Peck took it with them. Wood testified 
that he had seen a revolver tn Beck's 
pocket; that the fragments of only one 
revolver were found in the etxth level 
and that the bodies of McCormick and 
Beck were blown apart, indicating that 
the explosion had occurred - between 
them. Orchard said that he fixed a re- 
volver with a wire attachment, so that 
when the safety bar was raised it would 
send a bullet in the giant powder he 
had placed. One witness for the state | 
has sworn that he Jater found a wire 
attached to the safety bar, but Wood! 
said that he carefully examined the 
safety bar and found nothing attached | 
tO if.

For Some Time Since the Cincin- 
nati Southern Went Out of the 
Hands of the Receiver, Plan 
Has Been Under Con- 
sideration. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 28.—A promi- 
nent railroad man, high up in official 
circles, is the authority for the state- 
ment that the Cincinnati, New Orleans 
and Texas Pacific, Alabama Great South- 
ern, New Orleans and Northeastern, Ala- 
bama and Vicksburg and Vicksburg, 
Shreveport and Pacific railways, consti- 
tuting what is familiarly Known as tne 
Queen and Crescent route, is soon to be 
consolidated in reality under One head, 
with headquarters at Cincinnati. 

The merging of the five railroads, it is 
said, will be the result of the purchase 
of the New Orleans and Northeastern 
railroad, operating from Meridian to New 
Orleans; the Alabama and Vicksburg 
railroad, operating from Meridian to 
Vicksburg, and the Vicksburg, Shreve- 
port and Pacific railroad, operating from 
Vicksburg to Shreveport, from the Eng- 
lish syndicate which controls and oper- 
ates under one management. 

The proposed consolidation is the gen- 
eral topic of.conversation among rail- 
road officials from Cincinnati to New 
Orleans. In the latter place, it is gen- 
erally conceded the deal for the trans- 
fer of the roads south of Meridian has 
been made, and the Queen and Crescent 
route has at last succeeded in accom- 
plishing the end toward which the of- 
ficials of the road have been working 
ever since the Cincinnati Southern rail- 
way went out of the hands of the re-

Argument Was Begun Late in the 
Afternoon, and When Court Ad- 
journed Speeches Had Not 
Been Completed—Case Is 
Being Bitterly Fought. 


Houston, Va., June 28.—Argument in 
the trial of Former Judge William G. 
; Loving for the murder of Theodore Es- 
|tes Was begun late this afternoon, after 
| a day spent by counsel for both sides in 
| the preparation of instructions, and a 
wrangle over them before the court. The 
instructions, as read by vsudge Barks- 
‘dale, discussed murder, its. various de- 
|grees, the question of reasonable doubt, 
‘the time allowed for a man’s angry 
‘Passions to subside, ane especially in- 
Sanity. “ 

The following instruction "prepared by 
the prosecution, touching on the “un- 
written law,’’ was stricken out by the 
court: 

“No man, 


under the protection of the 


his own wrongs: if they be of a nature 
|for which the laws of society gave him

|resort; but be they of any nature what- 
| Soever, he has no right to avenge them 
‘Seven in the manner prescribed by the 
law. The unwritten law, by which is

STAINED GLASS WINDOWS. 


Thousands of Colored Bits Used in 
2 Single Figure. 

Down into the cellar of an old two- 
story brick buliding on Wyandotte street, 
just south of Fifth, says hTe Kansas 
City Star, tong and tong of stained glass 
stand in racks placed so close together 
that there is hardly room for a man to 
walk between them. Out of those racks 
comes the material from which many of 
the stained glass windows used in tis 
section of the country are made. Be- 
tween the glass as it stands in the rack 


and the finished windows is an interesting 


procsess. It ig a work that requires not 
only a high degree of gkill, but infinite

Besides the ‘“an- 
tique"’ and the plate glass there are four 
grades, known as ‘‘cathedral,’’ ‘‘ondoy- 
ant,’ “opalescent’’ and ‘‘drapery.’’ Each 
of these grades comes in all the shades 
of the rainbow. The drapery glass 158 
flutted and is used to represent clothing 
in windows containing figures. 

in making a window the first thing, of 
course, is the design. This may be @ 
stock drawipg or a special design to or- 
der. From this a full-size pattern is 
drawn. When this is complete it goes 
to the cutter, who cuts out duplicates 
of each piece of the design for which a 


piece of glass is to be used. The cutter 
us@g shears, so made that in cutting the 
duplicates exactly enough space ig left to 
allow for the lead which goes between 
each piece of glass to hold the window 
together. Some idea of the work involved 
is shown in a window now being made 
for a private residence. The window 
containg a peacock, and in the tail alone 
750 pieces of glass are used. In the 
whole design are more than 1,800 pieces 
of glass. 

From the cutter the duplicate design, 
in pieces, goes to the glazier, who cuts 
out each separate piece of glass. Dia-

The lead is cut 
into lengths to fit each particular piece 
of glass. After the whole design is thus 
assembled each joint is soldered _ to- 
gether. 

From the assembler the window, bound 


man, who fills in between the glass and 
the lead with a cement that makes the 
window air and water tight. Then after 
it is framed in the sash it is cleaned off 
with pumice stone and is ready to be 
placed. 
such as that of the face and robe, are 
first painted on clear glags, which is then 
baked in a gas furnace. In the costlier 
windows the entire figure is made of 
stained glass, a work that requires the 
most expert manipulation and a high or- 
der of artistic ability. In heveled plate 
work the plate glass ig first cut to size 
and then beveled and repolished. Chan- 
neled zinc strips are used to bind the 
pieces together. If copper ts desired the 
whole design complete, is placéd in a 
eonpner plating bath. 

There is a wide range of the cost of 
stained or beveled plate glass windows. 
Some of the work may be had for as 
little a sa dollar a square foot, and from 
that price runs up to $10 to $12 a square 
foot. For mosaic figure work the price 
is higher vet. The cost of the ordinary 
window depends upon either the number 
of pieces of glass in it or the number of

The continuation of the revolution and 
racial disturbances, it says, is directly 
due to the government's arbitrary treat- 
ment of the people’s representatives in 
the first and second duma by which it 
has stricken at the base the confidence of 
the people in the efficacy of constitu- 
tional remedies for ancient grievances. 

By delivering the organ of the collec- 
tive will of the people into the hands of 
the landlords and depriving constituent 
nationalities of equitable representa- 
tion the government 
the seeds of race and class hatred. 

Though the party is not likely to com- 
mand enough strength in the third 
duma to assure the people laws guar- 
anteeing equal rights to all Russian sub- 
jects or adequate social and agrarian 
reforms, the circular says the party 
cannot either boycott the elections or 
alter its methods, but should go to the 
polls without abandoning any reforms 
for the sake of temporary success.

In the Green isle duéling flourished 
years ago as much ag it did in France. 
When a Trinity college student asked 
the provost what books he had better 
bring to college the latter said: ‘“‘Never 
mind the books.

All the distinguished Irishmen of the 
eighteenth century were duelists.

MALBRIE TELLS 
OF JAP STRENGTH 


Empire Has Standing Army 
of One Million Trained 
Men. 


San Francisco, June 28.—The Rev. 
Henry C. Malbrie, general secretary 
of the American Baptist Union, who 
arrived on the Korea yesterday, has 
been on a four months’ tour of the 
Orient, inspecting the mission § sta- 
tions. He gave careful study to the 
Japanese question, and says Americans 
should be warned against underesti- 
mating Japan’s strength. 

“They have a standing army of a 
million men,” he said, “and their drill- 
work is not the performance of per- 
functory evolutions. They go at it in 
the greatest earnestness. No nation can 
afford to hold the Japanese effaciency 
Or valor in contempt. There is an in- 
creasing feeling beneath the surface of 
uneasiness and sensitiveness in regard 
to our immigration policy and the 
treatment of her subjects. It is not 
so manifest as reports would endeavor 
to convey; the thoughtful, substantial 
men are disposed to be patient, and 
to trust to the good intentions of our 
country and our officials for an amic- 
able adjustment of the - difficulties 
with regard to their rights.”

Solution of Mystery 


ATLANTA WOMAN INVOLVED 


Julia Kinley, a White Woman, Ta- 
ken in Custody in Atlanta, and 
J. W. Foru, of Macon, Are 
Charged With the 
Dyche Murder. 


Macon, Ga. June 28.—(Special.)— 
Members of the detective force of Ma- 
con and deputies connected with the 
office of Sheriff George Robertson 
have worked out what they claim a 
satisfactory solution of the murder of

The officers, according to claims, will 
be able to show that she became en- 
raged when Dyche severed relations 
with her while she was living in Co- 
lumbus. 

It is charged that she swore with an 
oath that she would end his life if he 
chose to remain separate from her, and 
the officers believe this threat was ac- 
complished by the assistance of Rich- 
ards, whose help was solicited. 

Dyche was said to have told Rich- 
ards of an engagement with the wom- 
an on the afternoon prior to the kill- 
ing, at the very spot which was the 
scene of the murder, and on account 
of Richards’ statement to the woman 
and her disfavor for Dyche, both are 
said to have taken advantage of the 
unsuspecting man when he filled his

AGENTS TOUR THE SOUTH 


New Orleans, Memphis, Vicksburg, 
Savannah, Mobile, Montgomery, 
Selma, Macon, Galveston and 
Other Cotton Centers 
Have Been Visited. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.—(Special.) 
The bureau of conporations, besides 
other enterprises of great pith and mo- 
ment handed te it by the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, says it is extremely busy 
just now over an effort fully to comply 
with the Livingston-Burleson resolution 
requesting it to investigate the causes of 
the fluctuations itn the price of cotton 
and the wide differences in the market 
price of the various classes of cotton, 
the investigation to be conducted with 
the particular object of ascertaining 
whether or not*the fluctuations in the 
prices have resulted in whole or in part 
from the character of contracts and de- 
liveries thereon made on the cotton ex- 
changes dealing in futures, or is the re- 
Sult of any combination or conspiracy 
which interferes with or hinders com- 
merce among the states ang territories 
or with foreign countries. 

The resolution was at first directed 
against the New York cotton exchange, 
but was amended so as to include all 
cotton exchanges, and at the instance 
of friends in the house of cotton manu- 
facturers so as to embrace inquiries in- 
to any combinations among cotton 
growers in the shape of associations 
to affect the price of cotton. Commis- 
sioner Herbert Knox Smith, of the bu- 
reau, said today that his branch of the 
department was very busy on the work 
requested of it by the house and he 
hoped to have a satisfactory report 
ready for congress, Five or six special 
agents had been sent out from the de- 
partment of commerce and labor and 
their work was now well under way. 
One of the reports had just come in to- 
day. The agents have visited New Or- 
leans, Memphis, Vicksburg, Savannah, 
Mobile, Montgomery, Selma, Macon, 
Galveston, Houston, Dallas, Wado and 
New York.

After two executive sessions yester- 
day morning the senate decided _ to 
confirm the recess appointments of 
Governor Terrell, with the excepttion 
of one, that being the appointment of 
A. 8S. Johnson judge of the city court 
of Baker county, which was held up, 
pending a legal question, 

A special message from Governor Ter- 
rell, in which was made _ a report by 
the Sherman J. Sims arbitration board; 
the recommendation of an appropria- 
tion to keep up the confederate ceme- 
tery at Marietta; the request of the 
adjutant general for an appropriation of 
$5,000 to defray the exenses of the At- 
lanta and Macon riots. 

The additional appointment of Robert 
L. Shipp as judge of the city court of 
Marietta was requested by Governor 
Terrell to be added to his previous list 
of appointments, which was later con- 
firmed. 

After being called to order by Presi- 
dent Akin at !0 o’clock, Senator Felder 
moved that the body go into executive 
session to consider unfinished business 
pertaining to the appointments. The 
secret session lasted about thirty min- 
utes, 

A special message from Governor Ter- 
rell was then read. In this was con- 
tained a report regarding the Sherman 
J. Sims appointment. Ms a resolution 
introduced in the house last session an 
arbitration committee, one member ap- 
ponted by the Sims heirs, one by the 
Southern railway and a third member 
appointed by the two, was requested to 
look into the matter and make report 
for suitable award. 

Sherman J. Sims was given life time 
passes by the Northeastern railway for 
a right of way which were abrogated 
when his road was sold to the South- 
ern. The heirs of Sherman J. Sims, of 
whom there are the following: J. C., 
Ss. B., R. B., Charles H. J. Sims, Mrs. 
Essie L. Matthews, Mary Dunahoo, 
Mrs. Low J. Ford, were awarded the 
sum of $769 and an interest on that 
amount of %406.40.

Oklahoma’s Path Blocked. 

The republicans have been con- 
vinced that Oklahoma would make an 
‘undesirable’ member in the union of | 
States, ever since it became apparent 
that the five congressmen and two 
senators from the new state would be 
selected from the democratic ranks. 


Under certain conditions Oklahoma 
would receive a hearty and most en- 
thusiastic republican welcome. but 
that can never happen so long as 
there is a very decided probability of 
her seven electoral votes being cast 
for the democratic presidential nomi- 
nee next year. 


The latest move of the opposition to 
further postpone the admission of the 
new state is a presidential order for 
a federal census of the inhabitants of 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory. This 
order was issued upon the advice of 
the attorney general and will be exe- 
cuted by the census bureau, the enum- 
eration beginning in July. 
Republican hopes have’ been very 
rudely blasted. When the statehood: 
bill passed congress the republicans 
were reasonably certain that they 
would have a majority in two—and 
possibly three—congressional dis- 
tricts.

The Cook County Case. 

Representatives G. O. Persons and B. 
B. Hill. of Monroe county, and W. M. 
Strickland, of Pike, announce that they 
are vigorously fighting the proposed 
creation of Cook county, with Barnes- 
Ville as the county seat. Their conten- 
tion is that the conditions in the ter- 
ritory involved do not demand the crea- 
tien of a new county. They say to cut 
off the lands proposed for the new 
county will take much of the most valu- 
able property from the old counties and 
leave them the bulk of the bridges to 
maintain. It is claimed it will take 
away from Pike a large part of her tax- 
able property and leave the poorest 
section. 

As to Monroe county, it is stated the 
new county line would come within six 
miles of Forsyth, the present county 
seat,and leave the eastern bounda:y 
fifteen miles away. It would leave also 
many bridges to be cared for, it is 
stated. On the other hand, it is urg2d 
that the territory to be taken has ro 
stream of any importance over which to 
keep up bridges, that it is very fertii® 
and easily cultivated, that the proposet 
80 square miles to-be taken is equivalen* 
to twice that much territory in any 
other part of the county. These are the 
principal grounds given upon which the 
members named hope to defeat this new 
county movement. 

Coast Line to Show Cause. 

The railroad commission yesterday 
ordered the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road Company to show cause why it 
should not be sved for the prescribed 
penalty for failure to ob@y an order 
of the commission. The commission 
| some time ago crdered the Coast Line 
| to refund $32 overcharges collected on 
la Shipment from Broxton, via Pine- 
| bloom, because the rate should have 
| been made on a basis of the lowest 
combination, which is via Douglas and 
| the Atlafita, Birmingham and Atlantic. 
| The difference !s $32 and the road was 
ordered to refund this amount ‘to the 
shipper, which it has failed to do. The 
penalty for refusal to obey an order 
from the railroad commission is $1,000 
to $5,000, as may be fixed by the jury 
when suit is brought. 

Not Paying Penalty Demurrage. 

It is stated that all the railroads in 
Georgia, practically, have directed 
Manager J. C. Haskell, of the South- 
eastern Car Service Association, not 
to pay any penalty demurrage claims 
in Georgia such as are now being 
approved by the railroad commission 
under the Steed bill for failure 
promptly to furnish cars when they 
are ordered. The railroads propose to 
let the shippers whose claims for such 


demurrage are approved go into the 
courts and sue for recovery, and to 


| make a test case of the validity of the 


| Steed law. 


Child Labor Opinion. 


Attorney General John C. Hart has 
received favorable comment from all 
interests concerned upon his recent 
opinion construing the child labor law 
which was published in full in yester- 
day’s Constitution. Representatives of 
those who have strongly urged child 
labor legislation on the one hand, and 
of the mill interests on the other, 
were at the capitol yesterday and took 
occasion to tell the attorney general 
that his view of the case was exactly 
as they thought it should be. 

The indications are that the pres- 
ent general assembly is going to enact 
several important amendments to this 
ineasure, putting still further restric- 
tion upon the employment of children 
in the mills and factories of the state. 


No Bills Enrolled. 


Some surprise was expressed follow- 
ing the introduction of the large 
amount of proposed legislation in the 
house of- representatives yesterday, 
that not a single request for the en- 
rollment of a bill was forthcoming. 

The object of enrolling a bill is to get 


ft up for more speedy consideration than 
would be possible if it were referred to 
a committee. All of the reforn: Dills 
introduced in the house yesterday were 
referred to committees, and not one of 
them so far has been ordered enrolled. 

It was reported that an effort would 
be made to have the more important of 
these reform measures passed within the 
first week or ten days of the session, 
which would only be possible by enroll- 
ing them, since the committees are not 
yet appointed. It may be that some 
such step will yet be taken, for if all 
these measures have to await committee 
action, their passage will be considerably 
delayed, and in some instances probably 
endangered, at least during the present 
session.

Martin H. Vogel, a well known New 
York lawyer, who represented the copper 
interests in the recent litigation brought 
by the state of Georgia in the supreme 
court of the United States to force the 
Tennessee copper companies to stop the 
epreading of noxious gases over the 
continguous country, was in the city yes- 
terday, and during the day called on At- 
torney General John C. Hart, to whom 
he was opposed in thig litigation. 

In speaking of Judge Hart, Mr. Vogel 
remarked:

DISCUSSION has arisen in the | 

east, centering around Boston, and 

which is gradually drifting over 
the entire country, touching the actual 
relation of the literature of today 48 
regards quality to that of twenty-five 
years ago. 

With some there seems an eagerness 
to push to the front the later literary 
achievement, while others show an equal 
eagernes to run back and eulogize that 
which is not of today. 

The happy and right conclusion to reach 

is one of middle ground. 

Three or four years ago there was un- 
doubtedly an overflow of hurriedly pre- 
pared books, both novel and other kinds. 
There has for the past few years ap- 
peared, however, a pastly different state 
of affairs. A painstaking effort on the 
pert of authors to be exact and to pro- 
dnce material that will be of a lasting 
character has served to lift considerably 
the tone of literary production in some- 
thing like a period of two years. 

And it is gtill on the lift. 

From many quarters comes the cheer- 
ing news that writers who are being 
urged by publishers to turn out hurried 
stuff simply because there is a sale for 
that writer's productions, arg refusing 
to be hurried and are carefully working 
on all their output. 

Even the fiction writers are ‘taking 
@ second thought,” and instead of rush- 
ing on the market two or three books 
a@ year (as some were doing a short time 
ago) are taking time to master even the 
details of their stories before they 
begin to shape it in reading form. 

One of the writers in a recent Bos- 
ton paper, touching on the subject, said: 

“I hardly know what to think ag to 
the ‘different spirit’ which seems to have 
come over the writers of the day. Our 
house is shy manuscripts by more than 
75 per cent and we have recently dropped 
two of our readers. 

“And it is not because the writers 
have ceased writing, because the quality 
of stuff is so far in advance of what 
it was some time since. A few years 
ago it is safe to say that we did not 
accept more than an average of iO per 
cent of the manuscripts submitted. In 
the last nine months we have accepted 
over 45 per cent. This tells a tale that 
is gratifying to both publisher and pub- 
lic.”’ 

Another writer, touching on the same 
theme and commenting on the favorabie 
conditions, says: 

“I think the real seat of the remedy 
ig not so much the effort on the part 
of writers to do better work for its own 
sake, but because times are better finan- 
clally and writers can take more time 
in preparing their copy because not = 
hard pressed for the daily expense 4 
eount. But whatever the cause ol the 
bettering of conditions, every one should 
pray to the ‘Kind Head of All that He 
will keep things improving. ’

SWAMPS LOWER HOUSE 


All Records Are Smashed, and 
Legislation of very Sor 
Proposed 


ANTI-LOBBYING MEASURE 
FAST ON THE CALENDAR 


Seab Wright, of Floyd, Did Some 
Skillful Maneuvering te Get His 
Bill in First Place—Hall 
and Alexander in 
a Tilt. 


Two hundred and sixty-eight bills 
Were introduced in the house yester- 
day. This more than doubles’. the 
record for any single day during the 
past fifteen years. Of this number 
there were only eighteen local bills. 
The others were géneral measures. 

Such a flood of “new matter” has 
never before been seen on the clerk's 
desk. 

The majority of these bills being 
general in character, cover every pos- 
sible range of subject brought out in 
the last campaign. 

There were three or four prohibition 
bills of various kinds; a couple of 2- 
cent passenger rate bills; two dis- 
franchisement bills; two resolutions 
aimed directly at the ownership of the 
Central of Georgia railway by the 
Southern and calling for an investiga- 
tion; there were three or four more 
calling for the creation of committees 
to investigate the corporations sus- 
pected of owning stock in one another 
and tending to restrict competition. 

Mr. Hall’s Reform Measures. 

Mr. Hall of Bibb, whose name was 
called early in the roll call of coun- 
ties, returned -all of his reform meas- 
ures to the clerk’s desk. 

This batch included his anti-pass 
bill; the bill to make foreign corpora- 
tions doing business in Georgia organ- 
ize under a Georgia charter and the 
creation of a board of tax assessors 
to fix the values upon property re- 
turned to the comptroller general. One 
of his measures that will receive 
especial attention is one aimed at cor- 
porations and calling for an investiga- 
tion to determine the ownership of

father of the report in the house, and 
it was temporarily withdrawn, only 
to be brought up later and adopted 
without any of the suggestions offered 
by the gentleman from Bibb. 

Friday was the first time the house 
had announced ready for the introduc- 
tion of bills, and, as predicted, when 
the opening was made there was a 
flood of them to pour on to the clerk’s 
desk. 


Mr. Wright of Floyd outgeneraled 
his colleagues in having his “anti- 
lobbying” bill placed first on the cal- 
endar, which will insure action upon 
it first. , 

As the bills were to be introduced 
only by call of the counties, the “gen- 
tleman from Appling” had the first 
chance. Mr. Wright got Mr. Taylor to 
g€0 on this bill with him, and when 
that county was called the bill went 
up to the clerk’s desk. It was read 
on the calen- 
dar. 

“You see, I wanted this bill put on 
its passage right away, so I let 
Brother Taylor, who jotned me in the 
measure, send it up when his county 
was called, instead of waiting for 
Floyd,” was Mr. Wright's laughing 
explanation when taxed about hig 
maneuver. 

Not to be outdone, Mr. Alexander of 
DeKalb, who wanted his bill to extend 
the state road to the. sea read early 
in the session, had {it sent up to the 
Clerk’s desk when the name of Baker 
county was read, as Mr. Odum of that 
county was on the bill with him as 
its introducer. 

The first of the “new county bills” 
was that of Mr. Taylor of Appling, 
calling for the creation of “Bleckley” 
county from the counties of Appling, 
Pierce, Ware and Coffee, with Alma as 
the county seat. 


First Prohibition Bill.

‘Make another concession,” replied Mr.

“Is the retiring governor willing to do 
this?” asked Mr. Alexander. 

“As representative from Bibb I am 
here to say,”’ shouted back Mr. Hali, 
“that the governor of Georgia stands 
willing and ready to perform every 
duty.’’ 

This announcement was greeted with 
great applause. 

As the waters were becoming more 
troubled Mr. Wright, of Floyd, moved 
that the action on the report be sus- 
pended for thirty minutes until the de- 
tails could be arranged. Mr. Hall amend- 
ed this by having the report withdrawn 
and the first clash of the new session 
was shelved fora while. 

The introduction of new bills was or- 
dered. An effort was made to have the

Report is Adopted. 
‘At 10:20 o'clock the report of the joint 
committee on the inaugural ceremonies 
was taken up. 

Mr. Alexander declared that the com- 
mittee had investigated the trangmission 
of the great seal from one administra- 
tion to another and found that it was 
unvariably passed down by way of the 
secretary of state and not the outgoing 
governor.

During the ses- 
sion the extreme socialists, who started 
the attack om the government, put for- 
ward speaker after speaker from the 
south, but notwithstanding the savage 
blows they struck, they proved to br 
no match for M. Clemenceau, who is a 
past grand master in parliamentary de- 
bate. 

The premier based his defense of th3 
governmentis use of force upon ths 
ground that the situation in the south, 
with 200 municipalities striking, and 
their population refusing to pay taxes, 
could not be tolerated. With consum- 
mate skill he replied to the reprachse 
that he had become reactionary by re- 
calling the long years during which hs 
had fought in the ranks against oppres- 
sion and injustice and referring to the 
time when, in Montmartie, under tha 
commune, he almost sgggificed his life 
in endeavoring to save French officers 
from a mob.

UF THE STOCKS 


Preparations for July Settle- 
ments Main Cause 


Failure of the New York City Bond 
Offering Also Acted as Damper. 
Monday Will Be Dividend 
Da y—8$183,000,000 to 
Be Distributed. 


New York, June 28.—The call money 
market was further disturbed today 
by preparations for the July settie- 
ments. Loans made at the atock ex- 
change today, however, carry over 
until Monday. On Monday will begin 
the distribution of dividends and jn- 
terest to an amount estimated at $/83,- 
000,000. Such was the course of rea- 
soning which prompted the pursuit of 
the early operations'in stocks today 
until the failure of the New York city 
bond offering threw a damper on en- 
thusiasm. it is expected that much of 
this %/83,000,000 will tind its way 
back into stocks for reinvestment. it 
iS expecied aiso that the money mar- 
Ket will subside into easier conditions 
sv0On alter the turn of the moatn. “he 
dependence for success of tne present 
imuvement OL stocks on the vutcome gi 
as expected, 18 quite generally 
assumed. Un the size oi the mone,y 
Markel Outcome it is quite usual tor 
the month-end requirements to be re- 
fected in the New York money mar- 
Ket tor some tinie. ihe rise in cail 
money rates toduy also was accepted 
45 one Cause ior the absence or goid 
engagements for export. Cali loans 
touched I2 per cent today. What may 
happen When the rate tor call loans 
Subsides again is an unsettled ques- 
tion. 

The week’s reports of the great for- 
eign banks showed a weakened posi- 
tion which might necessitate turther 
recuperation. With these banks, how- 
ever, the response to the relaxation 
rollowing settiement periods is always 
very prompt. lhe downward tendency 
of discounts in London indicates the 
expectation of easier conditions at an 
early period. No uneasiness was ap- 
parent abroad today over the approach 
of the settlements, which have been 
looked torward to as critical periods 
both at Paris and Berlin. London re- 
ported an appreciable growth of con- 
fidence amongst investors and a de- 
mand for American securities was re- 
ported there for continued account. 
This was reffected in arbitrage buying 
here for London account, which was a 
factor in the strength shown in the 
day’s market. There were further 
gloomy reports on crop prospects from 
the same source as caused yesterday's 
jump in the wheat market and the late 
reaction in stocks, but both were com- 
paratively indifferent to these fore- 
bodings. Professional operators con- 
tinued cenfident, by reason of the very 
scanty offerings of stock perceptible 
and the sold out condition of the mar- 
ket thus inferred. It is freely admit- 
ted, however, that the buying now in 
Progress is not generally designed for 
long holdings, put is destined for early 
conversion into moderate profits, 
Should such profits offer. The invest- 
ment buying after the first is relied 
on to supply these profits. Not much 
attention was paid to the estimates 
of the currency movement, in spite of 
the large loss in cash indicated and 
the low condition of the bank surplus. 
There seems to have been a heavy 
movement of ¢urrency to this center 
during the week, but the subtreasury 
absorption reached a total of $7,236.- 
000, so that a cash loss in the neigh- 
borhood of $5,000,000 !s indicated with- 
out allowing for the understatement 
of the cash loss generally believed to 
have appeared in last week's state- 
ment. The shifting of loans that had 
been going on leaves the expectation 
of considerable change in the item. 
The speculative contingent had worked 
itself up into a. professed. state of 
great hopefulness over the promised 
success of the New York city bond 
offering, which was to be absolute, ac- 
cording to the ossertions current In 
the stock market. As the offering 
here was nat- 
urally some disappointment amongst 
previous buyers and a sharp reaction 
ensued. The flurry in the call money 
market aggravated the reaction and 
prices were forced back so that the 
day’s changes show more losses thax 
gains.

TRIBUTE PAID 
BY HOME PEOPLE 


CARTERSVILLE HAS MEETING 


Judge Akin Is Paid a Remarkable 
Tribute by People of Bartow 
County—Hon. Joe Hill 
Hall Adds His 
Eulogium. 


Cartersville, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)— 
Headed by a brass band playing ‘‘Be- 
hold, the Conquering Hero Comes,” a4 
crowd of 2,000 people met the 6:30 train 
here this evening to do honor to Hon. 
John W. Akin, recently elected presi- 
dent of the Georgia state senate. 

An open air reception was held in the 
city park, where short speeches were 
made by Hon. Paul Gilreath, mayor of 
Cartersville; Judge Thomas W. Milner, 
Judge A. W. Fite, J. -W. Vaughan, Ex- 
Senator W. H. Lumpkin, Levie Shaw, L. 


W. Reeves, Kirby S. Anderson, of Mor- 
gan county, and Hon, Joe Hill Hall, of 
Bibb. 

Each of the speakers eloquently eulo- 
gized President Akin, congratulated him 
and the people upon his election to the 
presidency of the upper branch of the 
Georgia legislature,.and all were insis- 
tent upon using the name of John W. 
Akin in the future tense, prefixed by the 
word governor. 

Hon, Joe Hill Hall said, among other 
things: “My only regret, gentlemen 
and ladies of Bartow, is that I am here 
to congratulate you upon the election of 
your distinguished citizen to the presi- 
dency of the senate instead of to the 
gubernatorial chair of our state. Had 
not the hand of providence descended 
upon him in affliction, I would now 
stand before you to speak of Governor 
Akin, and not President of the Senate 
Akin. I have not the great regard for 
the office of president of the senate as 
some of you people have. The senate 
used to be known as the graveyard of 
the legislature, but I believe that with 
such men in control as your distin- 
guished citizen, we will close up that 
graveyard and that legislation, for the 
people will be kept alive.

Candler Proposes Reorganization 
_ of Railroad Commission,

INCREASE _IN 


General Reorganization of Georgia 
Ratirogad Commission, With En- 
largement of Its Powers, 
Planned in Bill Intro- 
duced by Mr. Candler 
of DeKalb. 


A general reorganization of the rail- 
road commission of Georgia with a 


consequent enlargement of its powers 
and increase in its membership from 
three to five is planned in the bill in- 
troduced in the house Friday by Mr. 
Candler of DeKalb county. 

The bill is most embracing in its 
scope and specific in all of its details. 

It is one of the longest bills yet in- 
troduced, and gives full particulars as 
to the execution of the changes con- 
templated. A good idea of its inten- 
tions is gathered from the caption of 
the bill, which is as follows: 

“A bill to be entitled an act to in- 
crease the membership of the railroad 
commission of Georgia and to pre- 
scribe the qualifications for member- 
ship; to authorize the designation of a 
chairman thereof by the governor and 
to prescribe his duties and compensa- 
tion; to revise, enlarge and more clear- 
ly define the powers, duties and rights 
of said commission; to extend its 
power and jurisdiction over public 
docks and wharfs, terminal com- 
panies, corporations or persons own- 
ing, leasing or operating railway 
terminals or terminal stations: over 
telephone or telegraphic companies or 
corporations or persons owning, leas- 
ing or operating any public telephone 
service in this state, under certain 
conditions, and over street railroads, 
and street railroad corporations, com- 
panies or persons owning, leasing or 
under certain conditions; to fix the 
under certain conditions; to fix tthe 
domicile of the railroad commission 
and prescribe what courts of this state 
have jurisdiction over the proceedings 
instituted against it; to prescribe and 
fix penalties and punishments for fail- 
ure or refusal to observe any order, 
rule or resolution of the railroad com- 
mission, and to prescribe the form of 
procedure for enforcing same; to re- 
peal sections 2195 and 2196 of the 
code of Georgia, 1895, touching penal- 
ties and procedures to enforce the 
same for a violation of the orders, 
rules and regulations of the commis- 
sion; to repeal sections 3 and 4 of 
the act approved August 23, 1905, pre- 
scribing certain penalties and forms 
of procedure for enforcing same; and 
for other purposes.” 

Increase Membership. 

Taking up the bill by sections and sum- 
marizing briefiy it is provided that after 
the passage of this act the commission 
shall comprise of five instead of three 
members, as is now the case, each of 
whom is to be elected by the people and 
in the future for terms of gix years each. 
It is provided that the two additional 
commissioners shall be appointed by the 
governor with the sanction of the sen- 
ate; that the term of the first is to ex- 
pire December |, !9!!, and the second 
December |, !9138. That the appoint- 
ments are to be only until the general 
election in 1908, when their successors 
for the unexpired term are to be electec 
by the people. 

In order that there may be uniformity 
as to the expiration of the commission- 
ers’ terms the present commissioners are 
to have their terms extended from Oc- 
tober 15 to December | in the years 
when their present commissions expire 
and their respective successors elected 
for six years each. 

Section two stipulates that any man 
over thirty years of age is eligible for 
election without regard to the fact 
whether he has ever practiced law or 
been in the railway business, 

The third section states that the gov- 
ernor shall designate one member from 
the commission of five as chairman, for 
a term of two years, and that he shall 
devote all of his time to this work and 
receive an annual salary of $4,000 per 
annum. The other commissioners are 
to receive the same salaries as at pres- 
ent, $2,500. 

Section four provides for the employ- 
ment of one or more rate experts for 
the use of the commission, the entire 
amount to be expended for this purpose 
not to exceed $4,000 per annum. 

The fifth section defines the powers of 
the commission as to the fixing of just 
and legal rates for common carriers. 
Their present duties are enlarged so as 
to cover city and interurban street car 
lines, pwblic docks, terminal stations, tel- 
ephone and telegraph companies, and 
the like. 


Rights of Commission. 

Section six gives the commission the 
right to examine into the affairs of the 
corporations, look into their general con- 
dition, and keep posted as to their cap- 
Italization, and the like; to see that am- 
ple accommodations are afforded all, 
and that these corporations comply in 
every respect to all laws passed for 
their obeyance. 

To prescribe 2 uniform system of 
accounts, to examine all bills = and 
books and keep posted as to their 
general welfare as is found necessary 
for the work of the commission or of 
value to the public. 

Section seven gives the commissior 
the right to ascertain the cost of con- 
struction, originally, and the _present 
values of their properties in this state, 
to look out for the installation of 
epur and side tracks where necessary 
and the operation of a sufficient num- 
ber of passenger trains to keep the 
service up to ‘standard requirements. 

The corporations, in section eight, 
are required to furnish the commission 
with a list of the stocks contemplated 
for issuance and it shall be unlawful 
to issue stock or bonds or other debt 
payable more than twelve months

Section twelve provides for a fine of 
from $1,000 to $5,000 for failure of any 
corporation to comply with these laws, 
and stction thirteen provides punish- 
ment as for a misdemeanor for any 
person who violates any of these laws. 

In the concluding sections the dom- 
icile of the commission is fixed at the
